Ago in “Mimeograph Case,” When 


Four of the Seven Judges Upheld 


Right of Patent Owners to Fix Sell­ 


ing Price. 


Washington, May 27.— The so called 
“ patent monopoly,” which threatened 
to prevent cut rates by retailers In all 
patented articles on the market, was 
destroyed by a decision of the su­ 
preme court of the United States. 
The court held that owners of pat­ 
ents are not Riven the right by the 
patent law to control the price at 
which retailers must soil to consum­ 
ers. 
The 
decision, 
In 
words, 
applied 
only to a nerve tonic for which a pat­ 
ent had been issued, but will control 
all patented articles which are being 
sold under restrictions not to resell 
at cut rates. 
The 
court 
reversed 
the 
jiollcy 
adopted in the famous “ mimeograph 
case” decided a little over a year ago, 
when only seven justices w’ern on the 
bench, but allowed that case to stand 
sa far as it goes. 
Thus was accom­ 
plished what has been unsuccessfully 
sought in 
congress 
ever since tho 
“ mimeograph case” was decided. 
In the "mimeograph case” Justices 
M cKenna, Lurton Holmes and Vando- 
vanter upheld the right of patent own­ 
ers to 'place restrictions on tho nature 
of articles to be used on the patented 
articles sold. Chief Justice W h ite and 
Justices Hughes and Lam ar dissented. 
Justice Day, who was absent a year 
ago from the court, and Justice P it­ 
ney, appointed since then, Joined with 
the chief Justice and Justices Hughes 
and Lam ar in overruling the policy 
advocated by the four justices who 
handed down the court’s decision In 
the “ mimeograph case.” 
Justice Day announced the decision 
of the m ajority members. 
The four 
m inority Justices contented themselves 
with a mere statement that they dis­ 
sented. 
Justice Day stated that the manu­ 
facturers relied chiefly on the “ mimeo­ 
graph case.” 
An examination of the 
opinion of the court in that case, he 
said, showed that the restriction was 
sustained because the machine was 
sold at cost or less and that the owner 
depended on the profit realised from 
the sale of unpatented supplies to be 
used upon the machine for a reward 
for his Invention. 
No such conditions 
existed, he added, in the present case.

Marquette, Mich., May 27.— A suit 
involving allegations of drunkenness 


on the part of a former president of 
the United States w ill be heard here 
by a jury composed of four miners 
three 
teamsters,

blae ksmith, one 
locomotive fireman 
and one woodsnmn. 
The 
plaintiff, 
Colonel 
Theodore 
Roosevelt, Is suing George A. Newett 
an 
Ishpeming 
newspaper publisher 
for $10,000 damages because of an 
editorial charging him with drunken­ 
ness. 
As soon as the Jury had been sworn 
Judge Richard C. Flannigan ordered 
the jurors locked up and kept in con­ 
finement until a verdict is resdered 
in court. 
“ Gentlemen of the jury,” said the 
court, “ until you have rendered a ver­ 
dict in this case you w ill be kept in 
close confinement so that you w ill be 
protected from any possible Influence 
othbr than the testimony which you 
will hear In the courtroom. 
I have 
decided on this In order that you may 
not be approached by outsiders. 
“ lf any one attempts 
to talk to you 
about this case I warn yon to report 
to the court, lf possible giving their 
names. 
I wish to caution you against 
coming to any final conclusion in your 
own minds as 
to the 
merits of the 
case until you 
are instructed to de. 
liberate 
on 
a 
verdict. 
Don’t 
talk 
among yourselves about it. 
“ You may write to your families, but 
no letters w ill be delivered to you un­ 
less you agree that they may first be 
opened by the court.” 
Tw o bailiffs were then sworn by 
the clerk to keep careful watch and 
ward over the Jurors and not to allow 
them to communicate with any one, 
including the bailiffs, except by per 
mission of the court. 
Colonel Roosevelt was present. 
He 
gave close attention to the questions 
asked tho veniremen.

H alf a million more Is about 
due.

CAN’T REVIEW OWN CASES 


Minnesota 8tate Fair Tim e Remains 
Unchanged. 


St. Paul, May 27.— The Minnesota 
state fair week in 1914 w ill be the 
first week in September. 
Represen 
tatives of various state fair associa­ 
tions of the Middle W est, after a 
struggle with the problem of altering 
the date for the Minnesota fair, de­ 
cided that to do so would be to bring 
about 
a 
detrimental 
conflict 
with 
other fairs. 
The Northern Minnesota Develop­ 
ment association had requested the 
state fair board to set back the date 
a week in order to give agriculturists 
of the north, whose harvest is slower 
to ripen, an opportunity to get their 
best products on exhibition. 
Michigan would not yield Its week, 
third In September, and Wisconsin 
and South Dakota, which hold fairs 
the second week, would not consent 
together to advance to the Michigan 
week.

the South Dakota or Wisconsin fairs, 
and considered 
the third 
week 
of 
September too late. 


TO ASK CONVENTION AGAIN 


Supreme Court Deals Death Blow to 
Consulting Jurist Plan. 


Washington, May 27.— The practice 
of judges sitting in federal courts of 
appeals, even with the consent of the 
parties, to review, with other judges, 
cases they have decided in the dis­ 
trict courts, was given a death blow 
by the supreme court declaring the 
judgment of such a court void. 
Chief Justice W hite said that the 
courts of appeals, so composed, were 
no courts at all under the statutes. 
The point was announced in a suit 
over the validity of patents for tur­ 
bine engines, such as are used in tho 
navy. 
Several other cases may be 
affected by the decision.

COURT r ALSO ASKS REVIEW

NATION NOT READY FOR WAR 


T aft Criticises Congress for Failure to 
Provide Adequate Army. 


New Haven, Conn., M ay 27.— Form er 
President W illiam H. Taft, in his con­ 
cluding lecture at Yale von 
“ Some 
Questions 
of 
Modern 
Government,” 
declared the United States was “ ludi­ 
crously unprepared for war,” and criti­ 
cized congress for failure to provide 
for an adequate army and navy. 
Con­ 
tinuing he said: 
“ Much 
of 
the 
literature 
written 
about what would happen in the event 
of an attack 
by the Japanese 
sup­ 
poses they could do a lot of impossi­ 
ble things and that in the meantime 
we would be doing nothing; but we 
must remember that in the past we 
have had great luck and It might not 
continue.’’ 


Terms of Only Two Democrats From

“ Sugar might change the political com­ 
plexion of the United States senate,” 
remarked a member of that body. 
lie 
was referring to the Intense feeling of 
many senators from sugar producing 
states over the prospect of free sugar 
In the Underwood bill nnd more par­ 
ticularly the number of protests which 
are boing received from those states 
against the* pronged change. 
The possibility of a political change 
In the senate would be much greater lf 
more senators were to tie elected next 
year from those states. 
It so happens 
that the terms of only two Democratic 
senators from sugar states expire next 
year. 
They are Newlnnds of Nevada 
and Thomas of Colorado. 
Even if they 
were succeeded by Republicans that 
would not cause a change. Besides, the 
Democrats m ay make some gains of 
seats now occupied by Republicans. 


More Efficiency. 
Postmaster General Burleson makes 
it plain that the postoffice department 
is going to secure a more efficient serv­ 
ice and Is not going to cripple the post­ 
office In order to make it a self suim­ 
porting department. 
In these days of 
high cost of living It w ill be found that 
the hardworking employees of the pos- 
tal service, the carriers, railw ay mall 
men 
nnd 
the clerks, 
are not 
paid 
enough to secure the best men. 
The 
P. M. G. does not believe the people 
care so much a lieut a postal deficit as 
they do about good postal service. 


Changes His Opinion. 
Form er Congressman Weisse of W is­ 
consin, a Democrat, bas benin In W ash­ 
ington looking after some matters in 
the tariff bill. 
“ I never believed In a tariff board or 
commission.” said Mr. Weisse. "but 
since 
my 
experience 
w ith 
different 
tariff bills I think such a commission 
might take the tariff out of politics 
and adjust it on a business basis. 
There ought to be no politics in the 
rates of duty to be levied for revenue 
nnd for equalizing the cost of produc­ 
tion in different countries.” 


Too Easy Going. 
Vice President Marshall is too easy 
going w ith the Senate. and as a conse­ 
quence it has become a very disorderly 
body. 
Senators who have the floor 
often have to shout in order to make 
themselves hoard above Hie din of 
private conversation. 
The little tap. 
tup, tapping of the little Ivory gavel 
does not seem quite sufficient to hold 
ninety-six senators in check. 


Changing Colors. 
A western member tells this story; 
“Several years ago one of my predeces­ 
sors came here nnd for a time made a 
great reputation. 
But ho soon began 
drinking too much, and that practically 
ended him. 
One day Tom Reed was 
asked lf ho knew’ that member. 
‘Yes,’ 
he drawled. 
T ie was tho fellow’ who 
came here w ith red hair and a white 
face und left with white hair and a 
red face.’ ” 


Tho Years Pass Slowly. 
W hen Jam es Ham ilton Ixiwis came 
to congress from Washington state he 
was, according to his biography, thir­ 
ty-four 
years 
old, 
a 
comparatively 
young man. 
H e is now a senator from 
Illinois, and, as showing that the years 
pass slowly with 
this brilliant nnd 
magnetic man, his biography shows 
that he is only forty-six jears old. And 
he does not look more than that age. 
and people are as young as they look 
aud feel. 


Doctors of Finance. 
Determination to have financial leg­ 
islation considered at the present ses­ 
sion of congress has brought several 
doctors of finance forward w ith bills 
to meet the troubles which hang over 
the money situation. 
Financial legis­ 
lation means such a tearing up of ideas 
as has not been witnessed in years. 
The last currency legislation was the 
Aldrich-Vreeland emergency currency 
law, w’hich finally went through as a 
Republican party measure. 
There has 
been no emergency requiring Its use, 
but it was thought effective to prevent 
panics. 
The trouble with financial or curren­ 
cy legislation is to get n measure which 
w ill suit the men who put it through 
—the m ajority iii congress—and w ill at 
tho same 
time 
not 
antagonize 
the 
banks nnd money interests to such a 
great extent as to cause its defeat.

Every street 
excavated was left with a ridge along 
the side or transversely, which in a 
year or more became a young ditch. 
We doubt if there ever was a prop­ 
er backfill made on the streets of Du 
h ith. 
.Nor was there any help for 
this condition.

a nonpaid commission and an under­ 
paid board, with a city engineer not 
j responsible even to himself, was quite 
out of the question.

W ashington, May 27.—T he so called 
“ p a te nt m onopoly,” w hich threa tened 
to p re v e nt c u t ra te s by retailers in all 
p a te nte d articles on the m a rk et, was 
destroyed by a decision of the su ­ 
p rem e cou rt of the U nited States. 
T he cou rt held tha t ow ners of p a t­ 
ents a re not given the right by the 
p a te nt law to control the price a t 
w hich re ta ile rs m u st sell to consu m ­ 
ers. 
T he 
decision, 
in 
w ords, 
applied 
only to a nerv e tonic for w hich a p at­ 
ent had been issued, but will control 
all p ate nte d articles w hich a re being 
sold under restrictions not to resell 
at cu t rates. 
T he 
c ou rt 
reversed 
the 
i>olicy 
adoptt*d in the fam ous "m im eograph 
c a se ” decided a little over a yea r ago, 
w hen only seven Justices w ere on the 
bench, b u t allow ed tha t case to stand 
s*i fa r as it goes. 
T hu s was accom ­ 
plished w hat has been unsuccessfully 
sought 
In 
congress 
ev er since the 
“ m im eograph c a se ” w as decided. 
In the "m im eograp h c a s e ” Justices 
M cK enna, L u rton H olm es and Vande- 
v a nte r upheld the right of p a te nt ow n­ 
ers to’place restrictions on the natu re 
of articles to bo used on the p atented 
articles sold. 
Chief Ju stice W hite and 
Ju stic e s H ughes and L am ar dissented. 
Ju stice Day, who was ab sent a year 
ago from the court, and Ju stice P it­ 
ney, appointed since then, Joined with 
the chief Justice and Ju stices H ughes 
and L a m a r in overruling the policy 
advocated by the four ju stices who 
hand ed dow n the c ou rt’s decision in 
the “m im eograph case.” 
Ju stic e Day announced the decision 
of the m ajority m em bers. 
T he four 
m inority Justices contented them selv es 
w ith a m ere s ta te m e nt tha t they dis­ 
sented. 
Ju stice D ay stated tha t the m a nu ­ 
fa c tu re rs relied chiefly on the •'mimeo­ 
grap h case.” 
An exam ination of the 
opinion of the cou rt in tha t case, he 
said, 6howod tha t the restriction w as 
su stained b ecause the m achine w as 
sold a t cost or less and tha t the ow ner 
depended on the profit realised from 
the sale of u np atented supplies to be 
used upon the m achine for a rew ard 
for his Invention. 
No such conditions 
existed, he added, in the p re s e nt case.

The 
water and light department laid the 
mains, most any one one made the 
connections. 
For results, the old board of public 
works was supposed to be responsi­ 
ble. 
But thv case where any such 
job was properly 
backfilled 
would 
have been a curiosity. 
Every street 
ex cavated was left with a ridge along 
the side or transversely, which in a 
year or more became a young ditch. 
We doubt if t lie re ever was a prop­ 
er backfill made on the streets of Du­ 
luth. 
Nor was there any help for 
I this condition. 
Cooperation between 
a nonpaid commission and an under­ 
paid board, with a city engineer not 
responsible even to himself, was q uite 
out of the q uestion. 
Now two men get together, discuss 
the subject, and come to a working 
understanding. 
If there is any ditch 
it is only necessary for Murchison to 
go to M erritt or vice versa. 
They of­ 
fice in ttie same building, each heads 
a department and each has sole au­ 
thority for his department. 
There could Is* no better illustra­ 
tion of the simplicity and workability 
of commission government.
